WASHINGTON, Dec. 5 — The 
wounds of two truck drivers bore 
witness today to violent union 
operations in a five-state area. 


Both drivers testified and par- 
tially disrobed before a Senate 
committee that began looking in- 
to evidence of organized terror- 
ism. Both are non-union drivers. 

Senator John L. McClellan, Ar- 
kansas Democrat, chairman of 
the select committee on improper 
activities in the labor or manage- 
ment field, said the hearings will | 
‘point up a shocking pattern of | 
deliberate goon squad violence, 
focusing in the state of Tennessee, | 
but crossing state lines into North | 
Carolina, Ohio, Georgia, and Ken- | 
tucky.” 


“GOON SQUAD” 


The “nucleus of the goon 
squad,” he said, was made up of | 
local officials of the International | 
Brotherhood of Teamsters with 
long police records. 


The chairman announced that 
of 173 acts of violence in a four- 
year period, only eight had been 
solved. Many of these acts were 
barber shop window-smashing in 
behalf of the Nashville local of the | 
Barbers’ and Hairdressers’ Union. 

Lavern J. Duffy, a committee 
investigator, estimated that losses 
to employers ran to $2,000,000 in | 
terms of physical damage to 
property and business interfer- 
ence. | 

Besides shooting non-union

GETTYSBURG, Pa., Dec. 5 
(®—With a lift for a hitchhiking 
serviceman, President Eisen- 
hower motored up from Wash- 
ington on ice-spotted highways 
today for a long weekend of 
continued recuperation from a 
mild stroke. 

Five or six inches of snow 
mantled Eisenhower's 500-acre 
country estate. But roads Avere 
almost clear, except for a few 
stretches of slush and ice, and 
the 2% hour trip was unevent- 
ful. 

A few miles north of Fred- 
erick, Md., the President spot- 
ted a thumb waggling chap in 
uniform and ordered that he be 
picked up by one of the White 
House cars.

Shar pies Circumvent 
Driver Test Standards 


Certain persons in Atlanta and Ful- 
ton County have figured out a means of 
partially circumventing the tests for 
drivers’ licenses. While their method is 
not illegal, they are violating the spirit 
of the law. 

Drivers who are unable to pass the 
test at the State Patrol Headquarters in 
Atlanta have found they can pass such 
tests at some of the 35 patrol substations 
over the state which: are not as well- 
equipped with mechanisms to test eye- 
Sight, reaction times and general driving 
ability. The Atlanta testing center does 
have such equipment. 

That is where the sharpies enter the 
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picture, Posing as private driver train- 
ing schools—which are unrelated to rep- 
utable recognized driving schools—they 
take these unfit drivers and, for a price, 
escort them to outlying substations where 
the tests are less rigid because of lack 
of equipment. There is nothing really 
illegal about this since any of the sub- 
stations have authority to give tests. 


Once licensed, however, they are free 
to drive in Atlanta’s congested traffic and 
elsewhere in the state. They keep such 
licenses until they are revoked for cause. 
All too often the driving blunder is one 
which has cost lives. 


The ideal solution, of course, would 
be that all driver examining stations in 
Georgia be fully equipped with all mod- 
ern testing devices. That would cost 
money. 

Second best, the law could be amend- 
ed so that each person would have to 
apply for a license at the examining sta- 
tion nearest his home. That would elim- 
inate the apparently profitable excursions 
over the state to obtain licenses by those 
unqualified to drive in congested traffic 
centers such as Atlanta.

State Court of Appeals 
Takes Note of Change 


A decision by the Georgia Court of 
Appeals provides an excellent example of 
the working of change in legaDd interpre- 
tation. 

When the Supreme Court of the Unit- 
ed States reversed a 60-year-old decision 
in the school case, there was a great pro- 
test it was violating the Constitution. ° 
This, of course, was an impossibility, but 
the charge continues, “the law doesn’t 
change.” 

The law does change. And it is new 
conditions, a change in special conditions 
and customs which cause the law to 
“change.” 

The Georgia Court of Appeals re- 
versed a 34-year precedent by holding 
that business places are as responsible 
for the safety of shoppers’ children as 
for the shoppers themselves. The decision 
was unanimous and in holding that the 
1923 court erred, the judges of 1957 said: 
" Even if then (in 1923) proper, 
the ruling was inapplicable to conditions 
prevailing in the year 1923... by the 
year 1956 it became the universal custom 
of children to accompany or be carried 
by parents into stores... this is a fixed 
business usage recognized and encouraged 
by tradespeople ... in this day both 
parents are more frequently employed 

. it is seldom that both are free to at- 
tend the children... .” 


Thus, we find that sociology, customs 
and the economic customs of the ‘times 
require new interpretations of, law and 
reversal of older decisions. 


Time was in England, from where our 
laws were borrowed, when even children 


were hanged for small thefts. Sociology,. 


custom and public opinion caused that 
to be changed. Our own laws permitting 
stocks, public flogging and branding of 
prisoners were abandoned. 


Many peaple violently disagreed with 
the Supreme Court segregation decision. 
Many still do. But we owe it to ourselves 
not to allow extremists to deceive us and 
muddle our thinking. The courts must al- 
ways take note of social changes and con- 
ditions. The law can never become 
immutable. It is good to have the Court of 
Appeals of our own state, by reversing a 
34-year-precedent, remind us of that nec- 
essary fact.

H urry Space Exploration? 


It may be that the Space Age is arriving just in the nick of time. 
Living room on other planets may be an urgent necessity for the 
human race within the next brief decades—unless nuclear: explosions 
are to take the historic role of plague and famine in cutting down 


population to livable limits. 

The impending dearth of elbow 
room in the United States alone 
is astonishingly near. The Census 
Bureau estimates we now num- 
ber 171 millions, three million 
more than a scant 12 months ago. 
At the present rate of increase 
there’ll be 60 million more Amer- 
icans in 1977 and by thé year 2,000 
another 130 million more — a 
staggering total of 361 millions. 
We'll be well on the way to be- 
coming one big city-state, stretch- 
ing from New York to California. 

Unfortunately for us, this popu- 
lation explosion is greatest in 
lands not too friendly to us—the 
already. overcrowded lands of 
Asia and Africa. Western Europe, 
which set off the explosion rough- 
ly two centuries ago, is just re- 
covering from it. 

Before 1750 famine or epidem- 
ics or both could be counted on to 
wipe out any temporary popula- 
tion increases resulting from a 
reduced death rate. But in fa- 
thering the modern world’s indus- 
trial, agricultural and medical 
revolutions, Europe changed all 


_that. More people reached matur- 


ity, produced more children and 
all the things necessary for their 
survival. | | 
A baby’s life expectancy at 
birth jumped from 25 to 30—about 


. what it is in India today—to 40 


and 50 and finally to today’s high 
of 67 or so for men ‘and 73 for 
women. The human _ upsurge 
was on. 


The , ‘extra’ millions may be 
hungry. But they will survive. 
And no American familiar with 


the wars Japan fought to win 
food-lands and growing room for 
her spiralling millions in the last 
half-century can doubt the impact 
on the whole world of an Afro- 
Asian population explosion yet to 
reach its peak. 


Population experts gstimate 
that today’s world population of 
2,800,000,000 will double in less 
than 50 years. That'll be 5,600,- 
000,000 human beings on a tired 
planet that had only 250 million 
back in New Testament times, 
only 700 million as lately as 1750. 
The miraculous doubling of the 
population between 1850 and 1957, 
tragic enough in some of its con- 
sequences, is now to be matched 
by another doubling before 2012 
A.D. And most of the increase 
will be in the crowded lands al- 
ready home to two-thirds of the 
human race. 

That date would be just 100 
years after Woodrow Wilson be- 
came the 26th president of the 
United States. His successor 
would be coping with a nation ex- 
pecting to number 550 million be- 
fore a three-term president could 
call it quits. Unless some of them 
had emigrated to Venus or Mars, 
along with Afro-Asian pioneers, 


the only classroom space left 


would be in the skies. 

And—who knows—maybe ‘the 
Space Age Congress would have 
managed it, with whole kinder-

U.S., Allies To Pool 


Science, Manpower 


WASHINGTON—To get a perspective on the 
mammoth cooperative defense enterprise that we 
and our NATO allies are planning, we may 
look upon it as a sort of “‘cold war” lend-lease comparable to that 


But at midday a light not of this 
world shone about him and at 
that moment he had a vision of 
Crrist. 

I've heard many explanations 
of this experience. Some have 
said that Paul suffered a heat 
stroke; others would explain it 
in terms. of Paul's sensevef guilt. 
The psychologists of an earlier 
day had great sport with this ex- 
perience. But however we _ in- 
terpret this Damascus vision, one 
thing seems certain—the hand of 
God was laid upon Paul and he 
was chosen by the Lord to be a 
licht-bringer. 

The important thing is that the 
consequences of that dramatic 
moment transformed the life of 
Paul and through him the life of 
the world for all these centuries. 
Henceforth he was a radiant per- 
sonality and his radiance shines 
brightly into our lives as we 
thumb through his writings. 

Baron von Hugel, the great 
Roman Catholic mystic, once said 
to Rufus Jones, the great Quaker, 
that his church recognized four 
requirements for sainthood. The 
first three were that a man be 
loyal to the faith, heroic wnder 
all circumstances and a recipient 
of power beyond the ordinary ca- 
pacity Then he added a four re- 
quirement: He must have been 
radiant, reflecting the’ joy and 
love and hope of God. 


giant lend-lease operation approved by Congress in March, 1941. Under 
it we shipped arms and munitions to our allies in exchange for goods. 


There are differences in the 
two concepts and two operations. 

As to method, which will be 
worked out at the forthcoming 
NATO meeting in Paris, our pres- 
ent aim is to pool all types of in- 
formation on weapons, including 
nuclear arms, and to pool all oth- 
er types of weapons except the 
nuclear type. Likewise projected 
is a pool of manpower and skills 
in that vast reservoir of industry 
in Free Europe, now made pos- 
sible by the economic recovery 
achieved by the Marshall Plan in 
the Truman administration. 

In that hot war that began for 
us 16 years ago, Russia became 
an ally and shared in lend-lease. 

Today the defense of our NATO 
allies is against Russia. 

Congressional leaders of both 
parties found out when NATO 
plans were submitted to them by 
President Eisenhower and Lewis 
Strauss, Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion chairman, that this is a far- 
reaching venture of greater mag- 
nitude than has,perhaps, as yet, 
been grasped. Congress will 
tackle the job when it reconvenes 
in early January. 

Indeed, if it is fully implement- 
ed by Congress it will be an- 
other stride toward a common At- 
lantic Union of NATO nations 
which is “based on the recogni- 


tion that the Rib national 


sovereignty is now out of date.” 
as was said in the statement by 
President Eisenhower and Prime 
Minister Macmillan of Britain aft- 
er their conference here a few 
weeks ago. 


The scope of the authority to be 
imposed on the President, as he 
proposed it to congressional lead- 
ers, is broader than will be rec- 
ognized at first glance. It embod- 
les discretionary powers by which’ 
the President can act to pool in- 
formation and weapons upon a 
“finding” of his own. This author- 
ity will superséde restrictions in 
the ,original Atomic Energy Act 
and revisions made by Congress 
in 1954. 

As an indication of the com- 
bined economic strength of the 
two NATO nations now producing 
nuclear weapons — Britain and 
ourselves — their installed capac- 
ity of electric power is now more 
than three times that of Russia— 
165 million kilowatts for us and’ - 
50 million kilowatts for Russia. In 
steel the capacity of the United 
States and Britain is 160 million 
tons, compared with 50 million ' 
tons in Russia. _

meaning “city of riches.” 

And the miners who poured into 
the town in 1830 found a wealth 
of rich ore awaiting them. The 
Villa Rica mines, worked profit- 
ably until the Civil War, made the 
town boom. 

It was incorporated in 1842. 
Seeking transportation to the 
nearest gold market of Augusta, 
the miners persuaded the Geor- 
gia Pacific Railroad ‘now the 
Southern Railroad) to come into 
Villa Rica in 1862.

Dietitians 
Discuss 
Overweight 


By IDA JEAN KAIN 

Your dietitian has just re- 
turned from a most exciting 
meeting with the American Die- 
tetic Assn., which was held this 
vear in Miami. Since many of 
the sessions dealt with our No. 1 
nutrition problem, overweight, 
I have come back heme in- 
spired all over again to help 
you in battling poundage. 

Listen in on this session at 
which the moderator, Dr. Char- 
lotte Young, tossed out ques- 
tions for group response. Dr. 
Young is professor of medical 
nutrition at Cornell University. 
WHEN DOES IT BEGIN? 

First question: “When does 
overweight begin?” The group 
agreea that the onset of obesity 
often starts with pregnancy. An- 
other common period of over- 
weight is during the middle 
years. The convalescent period 
after an operation was also pin- 
pointed as the time in which 
overweight is prone to get a 
start 

Overweight in childhood be- 
comes a problem around age 10 
or 11, the nutritionists affirmed. 
Another common period for 
weight troubles is during the 
early adolescent years. 

Dr. Young then asked the 
group to name the basic cause 
of overeating. Here they are: 
(1) Family pattern of overeat- 
ing. (2) Young mothers tied 
down with young children. (3) 
Eating to relieve tensions. (4) 
Middle-age mothers at loose 
ends when children leave home. 
(5) Boredom. (6) Lack of nu- 
trilion knowledge. (7) Lack of 
physical exercise. (8) Eating 
while watching TV. (9) Social 
calories. (10) Tempting food ads 
pictured in magazines. 

AIM FOR STRONG CHILDREN 

Among the erroneous notions 
discused was the idea that over- 
weight is synonymous with 
health in childhood. The aim 
should be for strong, healthy, 
growing children, not fat chil- 
dren. 

It was pointed out that those 
who are overweight in child- 
hood have the most difficult 
time trying to bring their weight 
to normal later on. 

The dietitians concluded: The 
emphasis should be on preven- 
tion of overweight and weight 
contro! as a family project. 

In a plea for greater under- 
standing and sympathy for those 
burdened with overweight, Dr. 
Young ended the discussion with 
this comment to the dietitians: 
“We show an ignorance of the 
problem if we are too critical 
of the heavyweight person.”

The Telephone 


The telephone and I have had a long-standing feud but I 
might as well admit it has me on the ropes. I’m throwing in the 
towel. In a word—a fine old country word—I'm picking at the 
cover! 

Anybody who starts a fight with an adversary as formidable 
as the telephone is, of course, a stomp fool. (Incidentally, can 
anybody tell me the exact definition of the word ‘‘stomp” as 
used here? An eminent New York editor has raised the question 
over something I wrote, pointing out that it’s not in Webster. 
And I haven't figured out any way of telling her that Southerners 


seldom talk out of Webster. Chaucer, maybe, but not always 
Webster. ) 


But to get back to stomp fools, I’m afraid the telephone is 
turning us into a buneh of lazy, languid, do - the - job - with - a - 
minimum - of - effort duffrds. And when I feel lazy and languid 
and reach for the phone—that’s all right. But when I put on my 
shoes and coat and pick up the single glove I can usually find 
and go out in the cold to do a job in person, it incenses, enrages 
and alarms me to be beaten by somebody on the telephone. 


It’s just that the darned instrument is so imperious, so blind 
to. everything but its own business. A friend walking into your 
house for a visit would hesitate some time before awakening you 
from a deep sleep or dragging you out of the bathtub. But let 
her- stay home and pick up the telephone for a visit and she’s 
perfectly ruthless about your nap or your bath. 


- In stores it’s even worse. You brave the weather and the 
crawds to do your shopping. You find the bolt of goods you want, 
examine the price, decide on the color and haul it to a sales- 
woman, She starts measuring but halfway through the job she 
is called to the telephone. While you wait and wait and wait, some 
lazy bones, probably lolling on a chaise lounge or in a perfumed 
bath at home (that’s the way I always see her), cops your sales- 
woman and ties her up for the last 10 minutes of your lunch hour. 


Even the politicians are powerless to buck the magnetism 
of the telephone. The thing that really set me off was the Wednes- 
day night election. I went to the headquarters of the candidates 
to get their reaction when the verdict was in. It was no arduous 
trip—a mere four or five blocks in the chill night wind and a 
little wait on the scene. 


In Mayor Hartsfield’s I waited my turn among the throngs who 
wanted to see him and finally drew him off to the side for a few 
questions. He was going strong and I was busily taking notes 
when a campaign worker rushed over and said peremptorily, 
“Mr. Mayor, how about taking time now to talk to the press on 
the telephone?” 

Involuntarily, almost unwilingly, 
went.

Three or four reporters, 
photographers and radio men waited to see him. When he finally 
emerged it was to dash through the little group of waiters—you 
guessed it—to be interviewed on the telephone!

It used to be my contention that the telephone’s field was in 
the area where the demands of time and distance were incom- 
patible. I loved it for certain well-advertised virtues, like keeping 
track of your family and disseminating good news. But I never 
expected it would replace the eyes or, for that matter, the nose. 
Nothing, I used to think, would really replace BEING there. 


Now I’m giving up. Sooner or later our feet will drop off from 
lack of use and we'll forget how other members of the human 
race look in person, identifying them only by the sound of their 
voices or a slightly wiggly television likeness.

James C. Davis said Thursday the Veterans Admin- 
istration has agreed to contribute about $400,000 annually to 
the support of the War Veterans Home at Milledgeville State 


Hospital. 


Davis was informed of the VA's decision by Chairman Olin 
E. Teague (D-Tex) of the House Veterans Affairs Committee. 


The VA support will begin Jan. 1. 


The Stone Mountain congressman said the federal govern- 
ment will contribute one-half of the per-patient cost of main- 
taining the home for mentally ill veterans.

Higher pay for Atlanta secre- 
taries and a second-place standing 
for the South in the national em- 
ployment picture were reported 
here Thursday by two government 
agencies. 

The average pay of Atlanta sec- 
retaries, numerically the most im- 
portant women’s office occupa- 
tion, rose from $62.50 per week in 
1953 to $73 in 1957, according to 
the Bureau of Labor Statistics. 


And the 16-state broad South 
last year ranked second in the 
nation with respect to the per- 
centage of labor force employed 
on either part or full-time basis. 


Some 65.5 per cent .of the 
South’s 33,500,000-man labor force 
had such “‘work experience,” said 
the Commerce department. The 
North Central region was first 
with 66 per cent. 


Over three-fourths of the South’s 
male population of working age 
was employed at some time dur- 
ing the year, and nearly half of 
its females, the department said. 

The average salaries of women 
office workers in the Atlanta area 
have increased about 15.6 per 
cent since 1953, said the Labor 
department bureau. The national 
rise was 19.7 per cent. 

Other wage rises: skilled main- 
tenance men, up 19.1 per cent: 
“other areas,” 20.3 per cent; un- 
skilled male plant workers, 28.6 
per cent.

Heart Fund 
Aid Goes to 
Ga. Schools 


Georgia’s two medical schools, 
Emory and Georgia, will receive 
additional help from the Georgia 
Heart Assn., it was announced 
Thursday. 

The board of directors of the 
association has established Career 
Investigatorships at both schools 
to complement the Chairs of 
Cardiovascular Research already 
existing and supported by associa- 
tion funds. 

Other recommendations includ- 
ed the appointment of a special 
sub-committee to conduct further 
studies into the problems of em- 
ployment and rehabilitation of 
cardiac patients. A resolution was 
also passed calling for the pre- 
sentation of a course in electro- 
cardiography for doctors and 
through a grant for nursing edu- 
cation in cardiovascular research.

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PUMPKIN PIE IS THE DESSERT WHICH IS TRADITIONALLY AMERICAN BECAUSE OF ITS ORIGIN AND ITS POPULARITY 
Spicy Pumpkin Pie Used With Accessories of Cheese and Meats Is Treat for Any After-the-Holiday Dinner. It Adds Finishing Touches to Simple or Elaborate Meals

Help ‘yourself to the yellow pie, and then take 
another pieee for good measure. As long as the cook 
keeps bringing the golden goodness from the kitchen 
eat another mouthful. 


It’s the season’s favorite dessert, so enjoy each 
bite, for its spice cannot be duplicated away from 
the home kitchen. The special treat—pumpkin pie, 
handed down from the first American mothers. 


Even though the Pilgrims’ Thanksgiving Day is a 
week in the past, sometimes the traditional food tastes 
better after the big event. A surprise for the family 
of an elegant pumpkin pie may be just the thing that 
“hits the spot.” A good pie is no anticlimax. 


Since the Pilgrims landed nearly 338 years ago 
cooks have been varying, improving and adding their 
persone! touch to this dessert. They have a right to, 

ause few foods are so undeniably American in 
origin and popularity. 
Variations of pumpkin pie have been made time 
after time when some industrious cook added a little 
something new. Now we take advantage of the time- 
tested recipes to serve, still warm, after the turkey. 
There are enough varieties to fit any taste. 

To cook a pumpkin for the pie, wash and cut in 
half crosswise. Remove the seeds and the strings. 
Place the pumpkin in a pan, shell side up, and bake it 
in a moderate oven (325 degrees) until it is tender 
and begins to fall apart..Scrape the pulp from the 
shell and put it through a ricer or strainer. 


SPICY PUMPKIN CUSTARD PIE 
% cup sugar; granulated or 1 tall can (134 cups) undi- 


dark brown luted evaporated milk 
1 cup of pumpkin % tsp. ginger 
% tsp. salt ¥%, tsp. mace 
2 eggs, unbeaten % tsp. nutmeg 
2 tsps. cinnamon % cup boiling water 


Combine sugar, pumpkin, salt, and egg, mix- 
ing well. Gradually add the undiluted evaporated 


milk. Mix the spices together in custard cup or small 
bowl, then slowly stir in the boiling water. Stir this 
into the pumpkin mixture. When well blended, pour 
most of it into a nine-inch pie dish lined with your 
favorite pastry. If this has been brushed with melted 
butter and chilled for a little while, undercrust soggi- 
ness will be prevented in this type ‘pie. 


Place on oven rack slightly below the middle of 
the oven. Add rest of filling. Bake in a hot oven (450 
degrees) for 10 to 12 minutes or until the crust begins 
to brown, then reduce the temperature to 300 degrees, 
a moderately slow oven, and continue baking for 
around 40 minutes or until a silver knife inserted in 
the side of the filling will come out clean. The center 
of the filling will be somewhat soft, but the heat of 
the pie will cause it to set while cooling. Cool on a 
cake rack, not in the refrigerator. This is a pie best 
served at room temperature. 


Granddaddy of American Desserts 


Many variations may be given to pumpkin pie 
without changing the filling. If cheese is preferred 
with the pie, try it in the crust. Add 2/3 cup of shred- 
ded Cheddar cheese to the dry ingredients for one 
pie shell before adding the liquid. Or fold shredded 
cheese into the rolled-out pastry, as in making cheese 
straws.

Garnish store foods with un- 
usual toppings, and these pre- 
pared dishes will turn into 
gourmet fare. 

To design four different kinds 
of fancy cookies, all you need 
is chocolate frosting, walnuts 
and wafers. A mocha cream 
icing turns cake made from 
mix into an “original,” and 
swirls and trimmings of cheese 
that comes in collapsible tubes 
decorates professional - looking 
appetizers. 

FANCY COOKIES 

Any cookie will do, but the 
plain wafer types are best suited 
to decorating. Equip yourself 
with about five dozen. Have 
ready three-fourths cup chop- 
ped walnuts and twelve whole 
walnut meats. Then make a 
little Chocolate Frosting: Melt 
a six-ounce package of choco- 
late pieces over hot (not boil- 
ing) water. Now bend one-fourth 
cup soft butter or margarine 
with one egg. Gradually beat 
in chocolate and continue to 
beat until frosting is lustrous 
and will hold its shape. 

Bull’s Eyes: Drop and smooth 
a one-inch circle of chocolate 
frosting in cookie center; press 
a walnut on top. Repeat to 
make a dozen. 


Fairy Rings: Sprinkle one 
fourth cup of chopped walnuts 
onto waxed paper. Frost the 
bottom of a cookie generously, 
add another cookie—bottoms to- 
gether, sandwich style— and 
press lightly till frosting shows 
at edges. Roll edges of cookie in 
chopped nuts. Makes twelve. 

Chocolate Drops: Ice top of 
cookie smoothly with choco- 
late frosting. Sprinkle chopped 
nuts in band around rim. Re- 
peat to make twelve choco- 
late drops. 

Choco-Nut Sandwiches: Com- 
bine all remaining frosting with 
nuts and use to put rest of 
cookies together in sandwiches. 
Makes half a dozen. 

Heavenly Cake: Bake an angel 
food cake from packaged mix. 
Top with: Mocha Cream: In a 
bowl combine one cup heavy 
cream, one teaspoon of instant 
coffee and two _ tablespoons 
quick chocolate powder. Beat 
until soft peaks form when 
beater is withdrawn.

When North raised hearts, 
South’s hand reevaluated to 19 
points (16 points originally plus 
three for the fifth and sixth 
hearts. Because one of the basic 
changes made in the Goren sys- 
tem was the increase of the min- 
imum requirements for a single 
raise from six to seven points, 
the opening bidder is permitted to 
bid game with 19 points. On the 
present hand, had South chosen 
to bid only three hearts, there is a 
fair chance that North would have 
considered his values too barren 
to go on. 

West opened the king of dia- 
monds and continued with the ace 
and jack as East discarded a 
club and South ruffed.
